Panic uncalled for?

Ever since Parson Malthus 
penned his “‘essay on the Principle 
of Population,” prophets of 
gloom by the handful have 
denounced childbirth as the 
source of human woes. In more 
recent years, however, that 
rand tule has mil tipilie d 
geometrically (and common sense 
but arithmetically), to make it 
‘“‘common knowledge” that a 
population crisis of immense 
magnitude is at the door, about to 
thrust civilization to its doom. 

ol Mer thie wb cuarerte. tn at 
non-Malthusian perspectives on 
population are not receiving the 
attention they deserve,” fourteen 
top. scholars join forces in 
“Population, Resources, and the 
Future’? to refute numerous 
myths about overpopulation and 
resource shortages. The book is a 
significant contribution to 
rationality. 

The scholars are highly critical 
of “population myopia” — the 
increasing trend to blame all 
manner of social maladies on the 
infants coming into the world. 
Such a catchall diverts our 
ALLECMILOM TrROMmM air More 
significant problems and creates a 
convenient scapegoat for erring 
politicians. Drumming up a crisis 
may only encourage hasty, 
possibly foolhardy solutions. 

Several scholars challenge the 
Malthusian premise that resources 
inevitably run a losing race with 
population. The food supply, for 
example, has not only kept pace 
with the birthrate, but since the 
dawn of serious agricultural 
research in the first half of our 
century, it has surprassed it, and 
the Green Revolution is only 
beginning. If fully developed and 
allowed to produce, the world’s 
present croplands could support 


our growing numbers many times 
over. 

The same is true of housing and 
EMGREWY ICCMOlOBYW. IX. 
Buckminister Fuller contributes 
an imaginative essay on the 
potential of engineering to handle 
increased population at increasing 
levels of affluence. He maintains 
that improved technology rather 
than political organization will 
ultimately be the key to erasing 
housing, water and energy 
shortages. 

Certain environmentalists have 
identified overpopulation and 
Tie exgolloninve ayvsiein Oil 
capitalism’? as the two main 
sources of our pollution problems. 
D. Delworth Gardner of Utah 
State University convincingly 
demonstarates that most 
environmental damage involves 
public resources and lands, where 
common ownership eliminates 
individual responsibility for waste. 

Contrarily, private ownership of 
well-defined properties normally 
works to reduce pollution to 
negligible amounts. He proposes 
some unique ideas on using the 
free market system to control 
environmental abuses. 

Another major assertion of 
neo-Malthusians has been that 
high population density is the 
WMATOr CAME Oil Cine, 
delinquency, civil unrest, suicide, 
and drug abuse. An analysis of 
demographic patterns dispels this 
idea. Our urban riots have 
typically occurred in areas 
declining in population; the highly 
crowded countries of England and 
Holland have among the lowest 
crime rates in the world. A case 
can even be made in favor of high 
density life — that it is good for 
People. tinct tT esheabtin anid 
sanitation. 

The big picture we get is that 
population is only one of many 
factors contributing to social 
problems, and a minor one at 
that. 

“Mass starvation is not made in 
bedchambers, but in council 
chambers.” ‘The closing essays of 
the book deal with the moral 
questions raised by population 
control. “Coercive programs are 
incompatible with self-direction 
and personal freedom.” In the 
realm of living, breathing people, 
there are values more precious 
than survival itself.

Author Maureen Harrington spent seven weeks in the Anderson 
household. Few people, says Maureen, know the real Jack Anderson.

The scene is Jack Anderson’s 
office, May 1, 1974—the day after 
Richard -M. Nixon released the 
Watergate tape transcripts. 
Anderson is out, but his staff 
celebrates the occasion with 
delicatessen delights and 
presidential parodies. A wail of 
raucous laughter resounds as a 
junior reporter acts out readings 
from a bulky manuscript. 

The thousands who follow 
Anderson would imagine him 
present on this occasion, laughing 
sardonically and relishing his 
victory. But Jack Anderson rarely 
attends such parties. He’d rather 
savor the moment at home with 
his wife, Olivia ““Livvy”’ Anderson, 
and their nine children. I learned 
this much about the man by living 
with the Anderson family for 
seven weeks last summer. 

Cheri Anderson, Jack’s oldest 
daughter and my former 
roommate, assured me that 
boarders are not uncommon at 
the Anderson home. They have 
stray cats, large dogs, Taiwanese 
housegirls, and unexpected guests 
living with them most of the time. 
They can’t say no to a friend in 
need, And; in the house that. Jack 
built, everyone makes themselves 
at home. 

The Andersons house looks 
about like any other on the block, 
except for an original two-tone 
paint job, compliments of 
daughters Lauri and Tina and 
their boyfriends. They felt that 
new colors would add class to the 
house. Of course, Jack gave them 
the go-ahead--he loves children 
with a mind of their own. So the 
house changed color. 


Organized chaos 

Disorders are part of the order 
at the Anderson home. Upon 
entering the house, one sees 
evidence of world travel: 
numerous. artifacts, mainly from 
the orient, cover the living room 
tables and mantle. The prize of 
the collection is a hand-painted 
screen from Seoul, Korea. Jack 
still gets embarrassed when he 
tells how he merely complimented 
the artist on the beauty of this 
particular screen, only to find it 


delivered to his hotel room the 
following day. Valued in the 
thousands of dollars, the delicate 
work depicts Korean folk tales. 
The screen, however, is 
somewhat out of place in the

One of them handed the 
teller a dollar bill and a note that 
said: “Exchange this bill for 100 
pennies and then scream for 
help.” The teller went along with 
the request, and the men made off 
with the loot in an uproar of 
excitement. 

A small gas station was swarmed 
over by a gang of cyclists—club 
members who arranged a fake 
hold-up with the station manager. 
Bystanders, however, called the 
police, and within minutes the 
station was surrounded. Police 
refused to believe that the hold-up 
was a prank, and the entire gang 
was escorted out of town. 

Pranks such as these often prove 
embarrassing, if not damaging, to 
campus social units and the 
affiliated university. To curb such 
embarrassment, all clubs at BYU 
have both a social and a service 
orientation and come under the 
supervision of the ASBYU 
Organizations Office. This 
orientation affords them a place 
on campus. 

“Clubs have a definite place,” 
says J. Elliot Cameron, dean of 
student life, ‘“‘as they provide an 


outlet for special interests and 
activities.” 

“It is important to distinguish 
between what is necessary and 
what is useful,’’ comments 
President Dallin Oaks. “‘Clubs are 
not necessary,” he continues, 
“but they are useful.” 

President Oaks was a member of 
a social unit called the “‘Brickers” 
from 1950-1952 while he was 
attending BYU. “I joined for the 
same kinds of reasons that kids 
join today: for association with 
my fellow students. They were a 
very fine group of people.” 


It is the opportunity for 
friendship and fun that seems to 
draw most students to join social 
clubs. “Before I joined, I hardly 
knew anyone. Now I have 50 
close friends,” says Larry Akin, 
president of Sportsmen. “It’s the 
closeness of brotherhood in our 
club. You learn to love people on 
a small percentage level,’ reports 
Randy Tolboe, president of 
Samuel Hall Society. “Sisterhood 
brings us together,” claims Vicki 
You tex = puesident of 
Sportswomen, “We care. We all 
care about each other.” 


Dean Cameron says that all 
social groups on campus are also 
service groups. “They are of 
service to each other, and they 
provide community service and 
university service, besides being a 
social outlet.”” He adds, “I don’t 
know of anywhere else where the

The week previous forum had 
featured the late Senator Everett 
Dirkson, who spoke on “The 
‘Case for the Republican Party” in 
which he hurled accusations and 
challenges. at the President. 
Truman spoke on “The Case for 
the Democratic Party’’ and one 
week later a panel of Republican 
senators who, calling themselves 
the Truth Squad, stumped after 
Truman to respond to the same 
audiences with the Republican 
side of the issues. 


Truman’s speech in forum was 
vehement as he answered the 
accusations of Dirkson and 
extolled the Democratic party. “If 
you were leaving college in a 
Republican world,’ he told 
students, “some few of you might 
do very well. You might even get 
rich. But the devil would take an 
awful lot of you who happened to 
be the hindmost—or even in 
between.” 


Nixon recalls debate 


Three vice presidents have 
visited BYU all within the last 16 
years. Fromer president Nixon, 
then vice president under Dwight 
Eisenhower, was the forum 
speaker on Oct. 17, 1958. He was 
accorded full military honors by 
the campus ROTC and sponsor 
corp and spoke on the subject of 
peace abroad and the containment 
of communism. 


During his speech Nixon 
recalled how in his own college 


“days as a 


eestor" his Whittier 
College team had lost to BYU. As 
he spoke two BYU faculty 
members, then on the stand with 
the president, recalled that they 
too had taken part in the debate. 
The Blue and White recorded that 
the judges’ decision on the debate 
was a surprise. Nixon’s team was 
very polished and well presented, 
it said. 


In 1966 Vice President Hubert 
H. Humphrey spoke in forum on 
the subject of foreign aid. He 
visited the campus on October 21 


and said of it “It is nothing short 


of amazing.” Humphrey traveled

Blasting campus unrest he too was 
heavily guarded and stayed just a 
short time.
